1. IN CONVERSATION SHORTLY AFTER MID-NIGHT FOLLOWING 
ADJOURNMENT SC MEETING, TURKISH PERM REP OLCAY SHOWED 
RESENTMENT VERGING ON BITTERNESS OVER BRITISH TACTICS TO 
FORCE TURKISH POBLIC PLEDGE RE NICOSIA AIRPORT. OLCAY 
IS MAN OF CALM, LOW-KEY TEMPERAMENT BUT HE SPOKE TO 
AMB. SCALI WITH INTENSITY WHILE LATTER WAS ASSISTING 
HIM IN HANDLING LARGE GROUP OF PRESS CORRESPONDENTS ON 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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EMERGING FROM SC MEETING. OLCAY EXPRESSED APPRECIATION 
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FOR ASSISTANCE WITH PRESS, WHICH ENABLED HIM TO EXPLAIN 
TURKISH ACTION IN PROPER PERSPECTIVE. 

2. OLCAY SAID BRITISH PRESSURE AND DETERMINATION TO
